series of acts hostile to the U. 5. as an 
inUepundcnt and neutral nation. 


iiniish cruizer&have been in the con- 
tinued practice of violating the Ameri- 
can flag on the k^reat highway ol naiions, 
and ol seising und carrying olV persons 
sailing under U ; not in the exeitisc of 
a belligerent right, tbunUed on the luw 
ol nations against an enem>, but oi' u mu- 
nicipal prerogative over britisth subjects, 
iirmsh jurisdiction is thus cxiendeU to 
neutral vessels in a situation where no 
laws can opentle but the law of nations 
and the laws oi the country to which the^ 
vessels belong i und a seli-uddrcss is 
assumed, which, if British >ubjei;is were 
wionglully detained and alone concern- 
ed, IS that aubsliiution ol lurce for u re- 
sort to the I'csponsiblc sovereign, which 
lalU witltin the uehniuoii ul war. Could 
the seizure ol Uritish subjects, in suclt 
Cases, be regarrted as within the txcr- 
cise of a belligerent right, the acknow- 
ledged laws ot war, which forbid an arti- 
cle of captured property to be adjudged, 
without a regular investigation belore a 
competent iribunal, would imperiously 
demand the fairest trial where the sa* 
cred rights oi persons were at isiuc— 
In place of such a trial, these rights are 
subjected to the will of every petty 
commander. 


Tnis pruciice, hence, is so far frora 
afTecting tiriiish subjects alone, that un- 
dei-the pretext of seitrching for these, 
thousands of American citi^n^, under 
the safeguard ol public law, and of their 
national flag, have been torn Irom their 
couuti7, and from every thing dear to 
them i have been dragged on board 
ships of war of a foreign natipn, and ex* 
posed under the severities of their dis- 
cipline, to be exiled to be most distant 
and deadly climes, to risk Uicir liveb in 
the battles of their oppressors, and to bo 
the melancholy instruments ol taking a- 
way those of their own brethren. 


Against this prying enormity, which 
Great-Uritain would be so prompt to a- 
venge it committed against herself, the 
United States have in vain e;.hausted 
remonstrance» and expostulations. And 
that no proof might be wanting of their 
conciliatory dispositions, and no pretext 
left tor a continuance of the practice, 
the British government was foimi»lly 
assured of the readiness of the United 
Sutes to enter into arrangements, sucii 
as could not be rejected, if the recove- 
ry of British subjects were the real ani 
the sole object. 
The communication 
passed without eifecL. 


British cruizers have been in the 
practice also of violating the rights and 
the peace of our coasts. 
They hovci 
over and harrass our entering and de- 
parting commerce. 
To the most in- 
sulting pretensions they have added the 
most lawless proceedings in our veiy 
harbors ; and hav« wantonly spilt Ame- 
rican blood within the sanctuary of our 
territorial jurisdiction. 
Tiie principles 
and rules enforced by that nation, when 
a neutral nation, against armed vessels 
of belligerents hovering near her coasts, 
and disturbing her commerce, tie well 
known» 
When called on, nevertheless, 
by the United States to punish the great- 
er ofiences committed by her own ves- 
sels, her government has bestowed on 
their commanders additional marks of 
honor and conhdeiice. 


Under pretended blockades, without 
the presence of an adequate force, and 
sometimes wittiout the practicability of 
applying one, our commerce has been 
plundered in every sea ; the great sta- 
i 
>les of our Country have been cut off 
rom their legitimate markets } und a 
destructive blow aimed at our agricul- 
tural and maritime interests. In aggra- 
vation of these predatory 
measures, 
they have been considered as in force 
from the dates of their notification ; a 
retrospective effect being thus added, 
as has been done in other impo'tant 
ca^cs, toUic unlawfulness of the course 


pursued. 
And to render the outrage 
the more signal, these mock blockades 
have been nciieruted and enlorced ia 
the face of olHuial communications froia 
the Uritish governmeni, declaring, M 
the true definition of a legul bloclu^e, 
thut particular ports must be actually 
invested, and previoiis warning given 
to vessels bound to thomi not to enter." 


Not content with these occasional im- 
pediments for lay ing vifaste our neutral 
trade, the Cabinet of Qreat*Britain re- 
sorted, at length, to the sweeping system 
ot blockades, under the name of Orders 
in Council, which has been moulded and 
managed, as might best suit its political 
vie ws, its commercial jcaiouiies» or the 
avidity of British cruiicrs. 


To our remonstrances ad^in^t tho 
complicated and tmnscendant injustics 
of this innovation, the first reply wan 
that the orders were reluctantly adopt* 
ed by Great-Britain as a necessary reta- 
liation on decrees of her enemy pro«»' 
claiming a general blockade of the Brl* 
tish Isles, at a time when the naval forc# 
ot that enemy dared not to issue from 
his own ports. She was leminded, with- 
out cfTcit, that her own prior block- 
ades, unsupported by an adequate naval 
force actually applied and continued, 
wi'ie a bar to this pleat that executed 
edicts aguinsi millions of our property 
could not be retaliation "n edicts con- 
fcs.nedly impossible to bu executed ; 
that reialiution, to be just, should fall oa 
the party setting the guilty cicample* 
not on an innocent party, which was not 
even chargeable with an acquiescencc 
in it. 


\ \ hen deprived of this flimsy veil for 
a prohibition ol our trade witli her ene- 
my, by the repeal of hi» prohibition of 
Dur trade with Ci»cai-liritJn, her cabi- 
netf« instead of a ooricsponding repeal 
ol a practical dlftcontinua'ico oi its or- 
ders, lormally avowed a determination 
lo persist in them against the United 
Siaieh, until the markets of her enemy 
should be laid open to British products i 
thus asserting an obligation on a neutral 
jxjwer to requite one belligeret.t to cn- 
cuurage, ty us internal regulations, the 
trade of another belligerent ; contra- 
dicting her own practice towards all nu- 
tionts in peace as well as in war 
and 
betraying the insincerity of those pro* 
if Olsons which inculcated a belief umt, 
htfVing resorted to her orders with re- 
gret, she wa<i anxious to find an occa- 
aion for putting an end to tiiem. 


Abandoning still more ail respect 
the neutral rights of the United StateSt 
and for its own consistency, the British 
government now demands as pre-re- 
quisites to a repeal oi its orders, as tbey 
relate to the Unued States, that a for- 
mality should be observed in the repeal 
of the French decrees nowise ncces!»ary 
to their termination, nor exempli&cO by 
British Ubage i and that the French re- 
peal, besides including that portu>o of 
the dccrees >^hicb operates »itiiin a ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction as well as ihut which 
operates on the high !>eas against rt.e 
commerce of the United Stales, should 
not be a single spccial rej)cai in rtlauoa 
to the U. States, but should be eziendtd 
to whatever o'.her neutral nations uii» 
connecti-U with them may be ifircicr: ly 
tiiobc dttrecs 
And as ¿m additior.i-i in- 
sult, they arc cuilcd o:i for a ic.'-ji^^ii dis- 
avowal of conditions and prttcns»ions, 
advanced by the French govei-nment, 
tor wiiich the United SiMes are so far 
from having made themselves rtispoosi- 
ble, that, in ofRcial expiao<aion&, which 
liavc been published to the world» Mid 
ill a correspondence of the Americao 
niiut-icr ut London with the British 
sluubter for Foreign Affairs, such a 
resjKjnsibility was explicitly and em- 
¡)hatically disclaimed. 


Jt has bccoroe indeed sufficiently ccr- 
tai n that the commerce of tlie United 
States is lo be sacrificed, not as inte. - 
fering with the belligerent rights of 
Great-Britain, 
not as supplying 
the 
wants ot her enemies, which she herself 
supplies ; but as iiiteifering with tnc 
monopoly which she covets for her own 
commerce and navigation. 
She carries 
on a war against the lawful commerce 
of a friend, tliat she may the better t ar« 
ry on a commerce w - .i an enemy, a 
commerce polluted by the foi geriei and 
perjuries which arc for the rao»t part 
ihe only passports by which it can suc- 
ceed. 


Anxious to make every experiment 
short of tiie last resort of injured na- 
tions, the U n i t e d Sutes have withheld 
from Gieai-!h,i..in, under successive 
modificu^iis, the Lenefats of a free in- 
tercourse with their market, th« lost 
of which cut,;d not but outweigh tho 
profits accrLiiiig from her restrictions 
of our cominercs with other nations—» 
And to entitle these experiments t« the 
more 
iuvu.uble 
consideratiwi, 
they 
were so fraiit il as to enable her to place 
her adversary under the exclusive ope- 
rautnofthem 
Tu these {.ppe&is her 


imM. ^

|;ovcrnm cnt has b een equally inflexible^ 
t s if willing to make sacrificcs of every 
•ort, raiher than yield to the cU im s of 
Ju stice or renounce the erroi b of a false 
piidb. 
Nay, so f«r were the attempts 
carried, to ovcrcotne the uttuchmcnt of 
th^JStiiiah C abinet to its un ju st cdicts, 
that U received evciy' encouingcm ent, 
within tl\e com petency of the E xecu- 
tiuB branch of our. governm cnti to e x ­ 
pect that a repeal of them would be fol­ 
lowed by a war betw een the U nited 
States and France» unless the French 
edicts should also be repealed, 
Even 
t us com m unirution, although silcncing 
io rcv er th e plea of a disposition In the 
U n ite d States to acquicsco in those 
edicts, originally the sole pica for them, 
received no attention. 


I f no o ther proof existed of a jiredc- 
termination of the British governm ent 
agoinst a repeal of its orders, it m ight 
be found in the correspondence of the 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the U nit­ 
ed Stales at London, and the British 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs in 1810, 
on (lie question w heth er the blockiule 
of May 1806 was considered as in force 
o r as not in force. 
It had besn a sce r­ 
tained thut the 
F ren ch governm ent, 
which u rg ed this blockade as the ground 
of its Berlin dccree, was willing, in the 
event of its removal, to repeal that d c ­ 
cree ; which being followed by alternate 
repeals of the o th er oiTensivo cdicts, 
m ight abolish the w hole system on both 
sides. 
T h is inviting oppe^rtunity for 
»<. com plishing an ob ject so important 
to tl)# U nited States, and professed so 
o f ^ n to bo the desire of both the b e l­ 
ligerents, was made known to the B rit­ 
ish { ^vernm ent. 
A s that governm ent 
adtDUs that an actual application of an 
adequate fotxe is necessary to the ex ist­ 
ence of a legal blockade, and it was 
notorious, that if such a force had ever 
been applied, its long discontinuance 
had annulled the blockade in question, 
there could be no sufficient objection on 
the part o f G reat-B ritain to a formal 
revocation of i t ; and no imaginable ob­ 
jection to a declaration of the fact that 
the blockade did not exist. 
T h e decla­ 
ration would have been consistent with 
h er avowed principles of blockade, and 
would have enabled the United States 
to dem and from France the pledged re ­

O n the contrary by representing 
the blockade to be co m p rrh en d cd in 
the orders in council, the United State» 
were com pelled so to regard it in their 
subsequent proceedings. 


T h e re was a period when a favorable 
change in the policy of the British ca­ 
binet was justly considered us establish­ 
ed. 
T h e M inister Plenipotentiary ot 
H is Britannic M ajesty here proposed 
an atí)ustment of the difl\;rences more 
immediately endangering the harmuuy 
of the two countries. 
T h e proposition 
Wiis accepted with a prom ptitude and 
cordiality corresponding with the inva­ 
riable prufebsions of this governm ent 
A foundation appeared to be laid for 
a sincere jn d lastiiig reconciliation — 
T h e prosspect, how ever, quickly vanish­ 
ed. 
T h e whole p'oceeding was disa­ 
vowed by the Briti:>li governm ent w ith­ 
out any txplanaiioii wliich cou.tl .;t that 
tim e l e p ie s i the b< In Í, liiul the disiivovv- 
al p io c tf J c d fioiii ,t "íütti: ol hosii.

Such is the spectacle of injuries and 
indignities w hich have been heaped oii 
ou. country ; and such the crisis wUich 
lls unexam pled foibearancc and conci­ 
liatory efforts have not been able to 
avert. 
It might at least have been ex- ¡ 
pel tc<l, thui an enlightened nation, if less ^ 
urj^cd bv moral obligations, or invited , 
bv friendiy disptniuons on the part of 
the U Stages, would have found in its 
tru e in«»rest .¿lone a sufficient m u tn e 
te respect their rit^hts and their tran- 
qu lüty oo the hij^h scds ; that an en ­ 
larged policy wuuid hfl>c fa voted that 


free and {general drculation of cOm> | 
m erce, In which the British nation is at 
all times interested, and which in tim es 
of war is the best alleviation.of its cala­ 
mities to herself, as well as to other bel­ 
ligerents i and m ore especially that the 
British Cabinet would not, for the sake 
of a precarious and surreptitious inter­ 
course with hostile m arkets, haVH p e r­ 
severed in a course of m eaiu res which 
necessarily put at hazard the invaluable 
m arket of a great and growing country, 
disposed to cultivate the m utual advan­ 
tages of an active com m erce. 


O ther councils have prevailed. 
O u r 
moderation and conciliation h a \e had no 
Ol her effect than to encourage persever­ 
ance, and to enlarge pretensions. 
W e 
behold our seafaring citizcns still the 
<laily victims o f lawless violence com- 
•iiutcd on the great comm on and h ig h ­ 
way of nations, even within sight of the 
country which owes them protection. 
W e behold o u r vessels, freighted with 
the products of our soil and industry, or 
returning with the honest proceeds of 
them , wrested from their lawful desti­ 
nations, confiscated by prize courts, no 
longer the organs of public law, but th e 
instrum ents of arbitrary edicts ; 
and 
their unfortunate crew s dispersed and 
lost, or forced or inveigled in British 
ports into' British fle e ts; whilst a rg u ­ 
m ents arc em ployed, in support of these 
aggresf-ions, which have no foundation 
but in a principle equally supporting a 
clai n to regulate o u r external com- 
me ce in all cases whatsoever. 


W e behold, in fine, on the side of 
Oreat-Britain, a state of war against the 
U nited States ; and on the side of the 
United States a state of peace towards 
G reat-Britain. 


W h e th e r the U nited States shall con­ 
tinue passive under these progi'essive 
usurpations, and these accum ulating 
w rongs ; or, opposing force to force, in 
defence of their natural rights, shall 
com m it a ju st cause into the hands of 
the Almighty D isposer of events j a- 
voiding all connections which m ight en­ 
tangle it in the contests or views of o- 
th cr powers, and preserving a constant 
readiness to concur in an honorable re­ 
establishm ent of p ea cf and friendship, 
is a solemn question, which th e consti­ 
tution wisely confides U) the Legislative 
D epartm ent of the governm ent. In re­ 
com m ending it to their early delibera­ 
tions, 1 am happy in the assurance that 
the decision will be worthy the eniight- 
ened and patriotic councils of a virtu­ 
ous, a free, and a powerful nation. 


Having presented this view of the re 
lations ot the U nited States wiih G reat- 
Britain, and of the solemn alternative 
grow ing out of them , I proceed to re­ 
m ark, tliat 
the 
com m unications last 
m ade to C ongress on the subject o f our 
relations with France will have shown 
that, since the revocation of her decrees 
as they violated tlie neutral rights o f the 
U nited Stales, her governm ent has au­ 
thorised illegal captures, by its priva­ 
teers and public ships, and that other 
outrage.-* have been 
practised on our 
vessu;ls und our citizens. 
It will have 
been seen also, tliat no indem nity had 
been piovidcd, or satisfactorily pledg­ 
ed, fur ihe extensive spoiliutions com ­ 
m itted u nder the violent and ictrospec- 
tive orders of the F rench governm ent 
against the property of our citizens 
seized within the jurisdiction of France. 
1 abstain ai this lime fioni reco m m en d ­ 
ing to the consideration of Congress 
definitive m easures with respect to that 
nation, in the expectation, that the re­ 
sult of unclosed discussions belw ctn 
our M inister Plenipuienliary at I’aris 
and the Fr- ncn governm ent will spee­ 
dily enable C ongress to decide, wah 
t^rcaier advantage, on tlie coui'bc due tu

her at^ w ed principles of blockade, and 
would have enabled the U nited States 
to dem and from France the pledged r e ­ 
peal of her d c c re e s ; either with s u c ­ 
cess, in which case tlm way would have 
hcon opened for a general repeal c i Uie 
boJligerent edict;»; or wiihout succcss, 
in which case the United States would 
h.u'e been justified in tu rn in g th eir 
m easu res exclusively against France. 
T h e British governm ent would, ho w ­ 
e v e r, neither rescind the blockade nor 
declare iis non-cxistence ; nor perm it 
its ao n -e x u ten c e to be inferred and af­ 
firm ed by the A m erican Plenipotentia­ 
ry. 
O n the contrary by rcpresentiiig 
the blockade to be com prehended iu 
the oixlerain council, the United State« ^ 
w ere com pelled so to regard it iu their 
subsequent proceedings.
